To  have  competence  without  scorn  for  those  less  competent,  to  use  your  abilities 
not  for  yourself  alcnc — if  you  have  learned  these  things  here,  the  College  will  be  proud  of  you 
forever. 

More  and  more  as  the  years  go  by  you  will  realize  that  a  graduate  never  says  good-bye  to  his 
College.  Whether  or  not  he  ever  returns,  it  remains  a  sort  of  home  as  long  as  he  lives.  In  thxs 
spirit,  we  are  only  wishing  you  good  luck  on  a  Ion?  journey  away  from  home.

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HISTORY  OF  LEES-McRAE  COLLEGE 

Concord  Presbytery  had  called  for  a  workman  for  this  section  of  the  mountains,  and  Dr. 
Moore  of  the  Seminary  in  Richmond  had  looked  about  him  and  laid  his  hand  upon  a  young  man 
from  Georgia,  Edgar  Tufts.  It  was  only  a  vacation  job  then,  but  as  soon  as  he  had  finished  his  work 
at  the  Seminary  he  returned  to  Banner  Elk  to  give  his  life  in  full  time  service. 

In  a  short  time  Mr.  Tufts  had  organized  a  small  church  for  which  he  was  architect,  con- 
tractor, and  one  of  the  builders.  Mr.  Tufts  felt  the  need  of  the  young  people.  During  the  first  winter 
he  gathered  the  boys  and  girls  around  his  fireside  and  taught  them  himself.  He  saw  the  possibilities 
of  the  boys  and  girls  of  this  section  and  decided  to  build  a  boarding  school  for  the  girls.  In  1900 
with  one  teacher  and  twelve  girls  the  Elizabeth  McRae  Institute  first  opened  its  doors.  Another 
friend,  Mrs.  Lees,  came  to  the  rescue  and  it  became  Lees-McRae  Institute. 

The  work  was  alive  and  growing,  and  in  1905  the  Boys'  Department  was  established  at  Plum- 
tree.    In  1912  a  small  power  plant  was  built;    and  in  1914  the  High  School  was  opened. 

In  the  meantime  another  of  Mr.  Tufts'  goals  had  been  reached.  Grace  Hospital  began  its 
work  in  1907;    and  in  1914  Grandfather  Home  was  opened. 

By  January  1,  1923,  work  had  begun  on  the  North  Carolina  building.  But  when  school 
opened  in  April  of  that  year  Mr.  Tufts  was  not  there  to  welcome  his  students,  for  he  had  passed  on, 
leaving  his  work  to  his  son. 

In  1924  the  three  departments — school,  orphanage,  and  hospital — were  incorporated  into  an 
everlasting  monument  to  Mr.  Tufts  as  the  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Association. 

The  Tennessee  building  was  completed  in  1925.  The  following  summer  Pinnacle  Inn  had  its 
origin  in  this  building.  In  1927  the  Virginia  building,  also  for  girls,  was  comoleted.  In  the  spring  of 
that  year  the  boys'  dormitory  at  Plumtree  was  destroyed  by  fire  and  a  frame  building  across  the  river 
was  built  for  them. 

The  Junior  College  department  was  started  in  1929.  Twenty-two  boys  and  girls  were 
registered,  and  in  May,  1931,  thirteen  diplomas  were  awarded  to  the  first  graduates  of  the  College 
department. 

It  is  now  a  four-year  Junior  College,  accredited  by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  recog- 
nized by  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of  Junior 
Colleges,  By  Ii.a  Taylor.

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STUDENT  GOVERNMENT

The  student  government  of  Lees-McRae  College  is  based  upon  a  student  government  which 
has  stood  the  test  of  time.  Our  constitution  was  drawn  up  by  Mr.  E.  L.  Lafferty  and  Mr.  Don  King, 
both  graduates  of  Davidson  College,  and  representatives  from  our  student  body.  The  constitution 
was  read  and  explained  to  the  student  body  many  times.  In  October  the  student  body  adopted  this 
constitution  as  the  guide  to  the  student  government.  Mr.  John  Forbes,  of  Roan  Mountain,  Tenn., 
was  elected  president  of  the  council  made  up  of  the  class  presidents  and  representatives.  The  coun- 
cil of  1932-1933  established  a  firm  foundation  for  our  government  this  year. 

Early  in  the  term  of  1933-1934,  Mr.  Robert  Agle,  the  new  president,  called  a  meeting  of  the 
student  body  and  read  the  purpose  of  the  student  government,  which  is:  "Whereas,  the  student  body 
cf  Lees-McRae  College  desires  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  conduct  and  to  protect  the  good 
name  of  the  individual  student  in  attendance  upon  this  college."  After  which  the  classes  elected 
their  representatives  and  the  council  began  its  work  for  this  year.  This  council  has  been  very  instru- 
mental in  making  some  very  important  changes  in  the  constitution.  First  through  a  mishao  in  the 
student  body  the  council  was  able  to  frame  a  prohibition  amendment,  and  later  in  the  year  effected  a 
change  in  the  election  of  a  council  secretary. 

Officers  are  being  elected  for  the  council  f  ^r  the  coming  year  1934-1935.  The  old  council  will 
serve  the  remainder  of  this  year  and  we  know  tha'  the  new  council  will  take  up  the  duties  just  where 
Wc  leave  them,  and  carry  them  out  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  will  make  the  student  government 
of  Lees-McRae  one  that  all  students  will  be  proud  of. 

Great  things  are  expected  of  the  new  council.

AS  THE  MOUNTAINS  ARE  ROUND  ABOUT  JERUSALEM

The  motto  of  Lees-McRae  College  is  "In  montibus,  ex  montibus,  pro  montibus,"  and  one  of 
(he  most  outstanding  things  about  the  college  is  that  it  certainly  is  "in  montibus."  We  are  almost  on 
top  of  the  world,  with  mountains  all  around  us  rising  still  higher.  No  student  could  live  here  among 
these  mountains  without  being  impressed  and  influenced  by  them.  They  represent  to  us  strength, 
endurance,  and  serenity. 

In  front  of  the  college  rises  Beech  Mountain,  strong  and  majestic,  towering  up  into  the  sky. 
Part  of  the  way  up  the  mountain  are  cleared  fields,  but  the  rest  of  the  mountain  is  wooded  except  at 
the  very  top  where  immense  rugged  rocks  stand  out  against  the  sky.  Sometimes  the  top  of  Beech  is 
hidden  in  th  clouds;  sometimes  it  is  covered  with  snow  and  glitters  in  the  bright  sunlight;  some- 
times it  is  clear  and  seems  near  enough  to  touch  with  the  outstretched  hand;  sometimes  it  is  hazy 
and  far  away. 

Back  of  the  college,  at  some  distance,  is  Grandfather  Mountain.  It  is  so  called  because  the 
crest  forms  the  features  of  an  old  man — a  friendly- looking  rid  man  with  a  high  forehead,  a  comical- 
looking  pug-nose,  a  firm  mouth  with  a  bare  semblance  of  a  smile,  and  a  long  flowing  beard.

PRAYERS

One  of  the  nicest  and  most  interesting  customs  of  Lees-McRae  College  is  evening  prayers. 
After  supper  each  night  one  person  has  prayers.  To  strangers  this  might  seem  somewhat  old  fash- 
ioned for  a  modern  college,  but  it  is  one  of  the  things  that  has  not  been  outgrown  with  the  develop- 
ment of  Lees-McRae. 

Prayers  usually  consists  of  a  few  verses  of  scripture  and  a  prayer.  Often  a  short,  appropriate 
poem  is  used,  or  maybe  a  story  with  a  special  message  is  read  before  the  prayer.

We  realize  then  that  it  was  He  who  was  with  us 
in  our  trials.  To  many  this  is  their  only  form  of  worship.  It  is  not  long  enough  to  be  boring,  yet  not 
short  enough  to  take  away  its  real  sincerity.
